ANNUAL  REPORT 

of  the 

MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  1964 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Hove. 
Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1964. 

One  of  the  great  difficulties  about  a report  of  this  kind  is  that  it 
cannot  be  completed  until  well  on  into  the  year  ahead  of  that  to  which 
it  refers  owing  to  the  fact  that  many  of  the  statistics  which  it  contains 
are  dependent  on  figures  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  and  which 
are  not  available  until  April  or  May  of  the  following  year. 

The  population  of  the  town  is  steadily  increasing  and  the  mid-1964 
population  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  was  72,780  (1963  : 
71,980),  and  an  interesting  point  about  this  figure  is  that  approximately 
25  per  cent  of  the  residents  are  over  the  age  of  65  years  of  age.  Accor- 
ding to  the  census  report  in  1961  there  were  58  persons  over  the  age  of 
95  years.  The  large  proportion  of  elderly  in  the  Borough  places 
a very  heavy  burden  upon  a number  of  health,  welfare  and  medical 
services. 

The  corrected  birth  rate  dropped  to  15.99  (1963  : 16.75),  and  the 
total  live  births  856  was  31  less  than  1963.  The  corrected  death  rate 
was  10.62  (1963  : 11.58).  An  analysis  of  the  main  causes  of  deaths 
will  be  found  on  page  19  of  this  report. 

There  were  12  infant  deaths  during  the  year  and  9 of  these  were  in 
the  first  month  of  life. 

175  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  notified  during  1964  and  of 
this  total  107  were  attributed  to  measles,  21  to  whooping  cough  and 
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20  to  scarlet  fever.  The  table  on  page  22  sets  out  in  detail  the  actual 
number  of  cases  notified.  In  1963  the  number  of  measles  cases  was 
729  and  it  will  be  seen  that  this  has  dropped  to  107  in  1964,  but  as 
this  disease  has  a biannual  cycle  there  is  no  significance  in  this  large 
decrease. 

The  number  of  tuberculosis  cases  on  the  register  showed  very  little 
change  : 1963,  718  ; and  1964,  691. 

There  were  no  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  Joint  Committee  continued  to  hold  quarterly  meetings  through- 
out the  year  and  the  results  of  the  analysis  of  the  deposit  gauges  were 
received.  Apart  from  slight  variation  due  to  wreather  conditions  the 
results  were  very  satisfactory. 

In  August  1964  members  of  the  Joint  Committee  visited  the  Brighton 
“B”  Power  Station  in  Aldrington  Basis  and  were  shown  the  various 
processes  involved  in  producing  electricity  and  also  the  precautions 
that  were  taken  to  eliminate  pollution  arising  from  the  works.  Parti- 
cular interest  has  shown  in  an  experiment  for  measuring  more 
accurately  the  amount  of  pollution  arising  from  particular  sections 
of  the  plant  so  that  any  excessive  pollution  could  be  traced  quickly 
with  a view  to  remedial  measures  being  taken  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  Department  and  in  particular  the  Public  Health  Inspectors’ 
Section  again  had  difficulty  in  retaining  and  recruiting  staff  during 
1964  and  this  has  made  the  task  of  carrying  out  the  new  functions 
in  connection  with  Multiple  Occupation,  Offices,  Shops  and  Railways 
Premises  Act  more  difficult  than  it  might  have  been.  The  work  done 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors’  Section  is  set  out  on  pages  29  to  44. 

Survey  of  Basements 

It  is  perhaps  appropriate  that  in  my  last  year  as  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  a review  of  the  programme  dealing  with  unfit  base- 
ment dwellings  in  the  Borough  should  be  given. 

This  programme  which  envisages  the  ultimate  inspection  of  all 
basement  dwellings  in  the  Borough  was  initiated  in  1957  and  has 
since  continued  as  a routine  activity  of  the  department.  The  estimated 
number  of  dwellings  is  in  the  region  of  two  and  a half  thousand  and 
it  will  be  seen  in  the  tabled  basement  progress  report  that  1,288  base- 
ments have  been  inspected  in  the  course  of  the  survey,  approximately 
half  of  the  estimated  total,  and  that  of  this  number  637  have  been 
rendered  fit  in  accordance  with  standards  laid  down  by  the  Council’s 
Undergound  Room  Regulations. 

Progress  in  this  particular  field  is  necessarily  interlocked  with  the 
availability  of  housing  accommodation  for  displaced  families  and  an 
allocation  of  120  units  of  accommodation  was  made  available  for  this 
project. 
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This  allocation  is  almost  expended,  the  six  remaining  units  being 
held  for  use  in  circumstances  where  rehousing  is  considered  to  be  an 
urgent  necessity.  It  is  however  clear  that  to  continue  this  programme 
at  the  present  rate  will  be  dependent  on  a further  allocation  of  housing 
accommodation. 

The  provision  of  housing  accommodation  is  of  course  one  which 
faces  Authorities  in  general  and  is  one  to  which  your  Council  is  giving 
urgent  and  active  attention.  The  figures  shown  of  basement  made  fit 
for  habitation,  in  nearly  all  cases  improved  with  the  provision  of 
bathrooms,  indoor  waterclosets,  ventilated  larders,  etc.,  compared 
with  the  number  of  families  rehoused  indicates  that  where  basements 
have  been  rendered  fit,  one  in  four  cases  have  required  rehousing  by 
the  Council. 

The  figures  show  that  289  Closing  Orders  have  been  made  and  of 
these  131  have  been  determined  on  the  basements  being  rendered  fit. 
210  Undertakings  have  been  accepted  by  the  Council  and  of  these 
174  have  been  discharged.  The  possibility  that  many  of  these  base- 
ments would  be  allowed  to  rot  has  proved  groundless  and  premises 
remaining  the  subject  of  Closing  Orders  are  normally  those  which 
it  is  impracticable  to  render  fit.  The  figure  of  122  basements  rendered 
fit  informally  is  a gratifying  response  to  the  policy  of  the  Council 
and  the  acceptance  by  property  owners  and  professional  people  in  the 
town  of  the  need  to  secure  improved  conditions  in  basements. 

It  will  be  noted  that  1,288  basements  have  been  the  subject  of  in- 
spections and  reports  to  the  Council  and  that  637  of  this  number  have 
been  rendered  fit. 

It  will  be  appreciated  that  in  the  face  of  limited  accommodation 
being  available  for  rehousing  a system  of  priorities  must  be  adopted 
and  upon  survey,  premises  are  listed  in  urgent  and  deferred  categories. 
In  this  way  the  worst  conditions  are  dealt  with  first  and  the  deferred 
cases  will  be  the  subject  of  review  in  the  light  of  other  relevant  con- 
siderations. 

Although  the  work  of  rehabitating  basements  and  properties 
generally  does  not  attract  the  attention  given  to  the  new  building 
projects  of  public  and  private  developers  it  is  clear  that  the  millenium 
of  sufficiency  is  still  far  distant  and  for  all  we  know  may  be  but  a 
beckoning  illusion  which  varies  as  future  prospects  and  demands 
exercise  the  changing  influences.  What  is  fact  is  that  the  present  is  with 
us  now  and  the  predictable  future  indicates  a fuller  utilisation  of  exis- 
ting dwellings,  the  extension  of  multiple  occupation  of  houses  and 
the  conversion  of  houses  to  that  almost  irreducible  of  present  day 
dwellings,  the  flatlet. 

The  need  for  new  buildings  may  be  considered  paramount  but  in  my 
opinion  there  is  an  equal  need  to  anticipate  the  trends  occurring  in 
the  use  of  existing  accommodation,  to  take  positive  action  to  ensure 
the  provision  of  normal  facilities  for  occupiers  of  all  houses  and  to 
ensure  that  a progressive  misuse  of  dwelling  is  halted. 
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Housing  Act  1961 — Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

In  1964  the  Council  approved  and  adopted  a report  by  the  Public 
Health  Committee  on  the  manner  in  which  Part  II  of  the  Housing  Act 
1961,  relating  to  houses  in  multiple  occupation  should  be  administered. 

It  was  resolved  that  for  the  time  being  the  following  categories  of 
houses  in  multiple  occupation  be  dealt  with  : — - 

(a)  premises  from  which  complaints  are  received  or  where  the  con- 
ditions are  such  as  to  merit  attention. 

(b)  those  which  are  dealt  with  in  the  course  of  the  survey  of  means 
of  escape  in  case  of  fire. 

(c)  those  from  which  families  are  rehoused  by  the  Council  where 
conditions  are  such  as  to  merit  action. 

Standards  of  accommodation  and  facilities  were  formulated  in 
relation  to  existing  houses  in  multiple  occupation  and  separate  stan- 
dards in  relation  to  future  conversion  of  houses  into  two  or  more 
units  of  accommodation. 

A system  of  procedure  designed  to  secure  the  co-operation  of 
owners  of  such  premises  and  a limited  degree  of  formal  action  under 
the  Act  was  laid  down  and  action  by  this  department  has  since  been 
initiated  on  the  terms  of  this  instruction. 

Action  taken  to  the  end  of  1964  is  as  follows: —

Despite  the  fullest  efforts  to  secure  the  co-operation  of  owners  to 
improve  accommodation  with  the  aid  of  improvement  grants,  little 
success  has  been  achieved  and  the  results  are  frankly  disappointing. 
Resistance  to  this  legislation  is  not  due  wholly  to  passive  disinterest 
on  the  part  of  owners  but  can  largely  be  attributed  to  the  high  financial 
costs  involved,  the  necessity  to  re-arrange  tenancies  to  the  best 
advantage,  the  possibility  that  such  re-arrangement  may  involve  the 
provision  of  alternative  accommodation  for  a displaced  tenant  and 
the  absence  at  this  stage  of  the  use  of  compulsive  legislation  for  securing 
the  carrying  out  of  works. 

This  is  an  Act  with  far  reaching  consequences  and  its  application 
to  this  Borough  is  as  vital  and  essential  as  the  Basement  Survey. 
As  with  all  new  legislation  with  long  term  effect,  it  is  necessary  to 
accurately  assess  the  problem  initially  so  far  as  is  reasonably  practicable 
and  to  re-evaluate  after  a period  of  working  the  Act  has  clarified 
issues  which  may  have  remained  obscure  or  in  doubt.  The  experience 
gained  and  the  difficulties  encountered  in  this  sphere  are  matterrs 
which  the  Public  Health  Committee  have  under  consideration  and  it 
is  anticipated  that  an  approved  procedure  and  re-alignment  of  em- 
phasis will  affect  considerable  improvement  in  this  particular  field. 
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Control  of  Noise  and  Vibration 

A number  of  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  course  of 
the  year  concerning  noise.  In  many  instances  it  has  been  possible 
to  minimise  noise  where  the  source  is  isolated  and  it  has  been  possible 
to  deal  with  one  piece  of  equipment. 

In  the  present  day  factories,  however,  the  day  of  the  prime  mover 
has  gone,  and  each  piece  of  equipment  is  separately  powered.  While 
sound  pressure  waves  increase  on  a logarithmic  scale,  that  is  that  two 
machines  each  producing  a noise  level  of  80  decibels  make  a combined 
noise  level  of  83  decibels  and  not  160  decibels,  the  reduction  of  noise 
affected  by  treatment  or  isolation  of  one  machine  has  thus  only  a 
fractional  effect  in  reducing  the  output  of  noise. 

This  problem  is  amply  demonstrated  at  one  factory  where  the  effec- 
tive sound  isolation  of  several  heavy  machines,  has  not  reduced  the 
total  noise  output  to  any  practicable  extent  in  the  view  of  subjective 
sufferers,  and  it  remains  to  be  seen  if  the  long  term  proposals  which 
the  company  intend  to  put  into  effect  will  have  the  desired  result. 

No  legal  standards  exist  to  determine  noise  nuisance  but  it  is  clear 
that  while  most  people  will  accept  a general  background  of  noise, 
strong  exception  is  taken  to  intrusive  irregular  noises  which  emerge 
above  the  background,  particularly  at  night  time. 

In  many  instances  these  are  occasioned  by  thoughtlessness  and 
indifference  to  their  effect  on  neighbours  in  residential  communities, 
in  other  cases  they  are  due  to  irregular  trade  processes  which  could 
perhaps  be  carried  out  in  day  time  when  their  intrusive  nature  would 
not  be  noticed.  The  driver  of  the  noisy  sports  car  or  motorcyclist, 
the  zealous  radio  fan  and  the  enthusiastic  home  carpenter  can  be 
intrusive  in  their  neighbours’  homes  to  a considerable  extent. 

Little  legislative  emphasis  is  directed  to  the  control  or  prevention 
of  noise  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Noise  Abatement  Act  of  1960,  which 
stipulates  that  noise  or  vibration  which  is  a nuisance  shall  be  a statutory 
nuisance  for  the  purposes  of  Part  III  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936, 
is  only  a first  step  in  an  effort  to  deal  with  this  serious  problem. 
The  escape  clause  which  provides  a defence  if  the  defendant  can  prove 
that  the  best  practicable  means  have  been  used  for  preventing  and 
for  counteracting  the  effect  of  the  “noise  or  vibration”,  is  perhaps 
at  this  stage  a necessary  compromise  but  it  is  one  which  is  extremely 
arguable  in  or  out  of  law  and  one  to  which  any  local  authority  must 
give  considerable  attention. 

On  the  other  hand  it  is  clear  that  the  world  is  becoming  a noisier 
place  and  on  main  roads  there  would  appear  to  be  a noise  level  of  some 
40  to  50  decibels.  A somewhat  similar  level  exists  on  the  boundaries 
of  many  factories.  The  emphasis  at  the  present  time  is  to  regard  the 
making  of  noise,  quite  rightly,  as  the  transgressor  but  there  would 
appear  to  be  an  equal  case  for  our  architects  to  design  buildings 
to  keep  noise  out.  The  present  trend  to  install  central  heating  and 
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insulation  methods  for  keeping  heat  in,  is  an  admirable  opportunity 
for  insulating  to  keep  noise  out. 

Several  complaints  were  received  concerning  vibration  affecting 
buildings  from  one  particular  source.  The  source  in  this  instance 
is  a listed  “Statutory  Undertaker”  which  is  exempt  from  the  provision 
of  the  Noise  Abatement  Act  1960,  and  the  local  authority  were  there- 
fore unable  to  take  any  formal  action  in  this  case.  Representations 
were  however  made  to  the  company  and  their  representatives  dis- 
cussed the  matter  with  your  Officers  at  an  informal  meeting.  As  a 
result  of  this  meeting  agreement  was  reached  on  measures  designed 
to  abate  the  nuisance  by  the  duplication  of  the  plant  in  a locality 
where  no  one  will  be  affected  and  the  use  of  present  equipment 
for  auxiliary  purposes  only,  after  sound  insulation  works  have  been 
carried  out.  Circumstances  will  not  permit  improvement  in  this 
instance  until  October  next  when  it  is  anticipated  the  new  plant  will 
be  in  operation. 


RADIOACTIVE  SUBSTANCES 

Radioactive  Substances  Act  1960 

This  Act  to  regulate  the  keeping  and  use  of  radioactive  material 
and  to  make  provision  as  to  the  disposal  and  accumulation  of  radio- 
active waste  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  December,  1963. 

The  functions  of  the  Local  Authority  under  this  Act  are  limited 
to  the  disposal  of  radioactive  wastes  in  accordance  with  authorisations 
made  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  one 
such  authorisation  involving  this  Authority  has  been  made  in  the 
past  year,  disposal  being  affected  through  hospital  authorities  in 
Brighton  as  authorised. 

Radioactive  Substances  in  Schools 

In  recent  years  demonstrations  and  practical  work  involving  the 
use  of  radioactive  substances  has  been  introduced  into  further  educa- 
tion and  teacher  training  establishments  and  is  being  progressively 
introduced  into  the  curriculum  of  secondary  and  grammar  schools. 
Such  a course  was  introduced  in  a Hove  Grammar  School  during  the 
past  year. 

The  radioactive  sources  at  present  in  use  are  minimal  and  their 
storage  and  use  is  rigidly  controlled  by  memoranda  issued  by  the 
Department  of  Education  and  Science.  In  addition  a Code  of  Practice 
for  the  protection  of  persons  exposed  to  ionising  radioaction  in  Research 
and  Training  is  issued  by  the  Minister  of  Labour  and  the  establishment 
of  such  courses  requires  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  approval 
on  the  precautions  taken  in  respect  of  health  and  safety. 

The  control  is  in  the  hands  of  science  masters  with  special  experience 
in  this  field  and  I am  satisfied  that  the  essential  controls  are  properlv 
applied  and  that  all  necessary  precautions  are  observed.

Prosecutions

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HEALTH  AND  WELFARE  SERVICES 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Ministry  of  Health  Circular  13/64  dated  17th  July,  1964,  stated 
that  the  Minister  of  Health  did  not  propose  to  ask  authorities  to  send 
him  the  results  of  the  review  they  do  towards  the  end  of  the  year  in 
connection  with  the  Development  of  Local  Authority  Health  and 
Welfare  Services.  He  hoped  that  this  would  be  of  material  assistance 
particularly  to  the  existing  and  new  authorities  in  the  Greater  London 
area,  who  would  find  it  difficult  to  do  detailed  reviews  of  present 
plans  at  this  stage. 

A short  report  was,  however,  presented  to  the  Health  and  Welfare 
Services  Committee  at  their  September  meeting  at  which  one  additional 
Health  Visitor,  two  District  Nurses  and  five  more  Home  Helps  were 
recommended. 

Health  Visiting 

The  Health  Visiting  staff  now  consists  of  the  Superintendent  Health 
Visitor,  her  Assistant,  eleven  district  Health  Visitors,  four  Geriatric 
Health  Visitors  and  one  Tuberculosis  Visitor. 

The  work  of  this  particular  section  of  the  Health  Department 
continues  to  increase  and  the  opening  of  a new  Infant  Welfare  Centre 
in  Old  Shoreham  Road,  Portslade,  although  in  actual  fact  only  a 
transfer  from  older  premises  on  the  other  side  of  the  road,  has  as 
a result  of  vastly  improved  accommodation,  enabled  the  Health 
Visitors  to  include  many  more  interesting  activities  into  their  work. 
It  has  been  recommended  that  another  Health  Visitor  be  appointed 
in  1965. 

Miss  Owst  was  appointed  February,  1964,  to  the  post  of  Assistant 
Nursing  Officer,  and  has  relieved  Miss  Linton,  the  Superintendent, 
of  considerable  work  and  has  proved  a most  valuable  addirion  to  the 
staff. 


Home  Nursing  Service 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  on  page  59  that  the  Home  Nursing 
Service  attended  mainly  to  the  needs  of  the  elderly  during  the  year, 
and  203  more  visits  were  made  in  1964  than  in  the  previous  year. 

A laundry  service  is  provided  by  the  Hove  and  Portslade  District 
Nursing  Association  through  voluntary  funds  for  incontinent  patients 
for  whom  such  arrangements  would  be  almost  impossible  through 
ordinary  channels.  The  service  is  free  and  the  number  using  the  service 
is  limited.  Patients  may  contribute  to  association  funds  if  they  so 
wish.  Collection,  laundering  and  distribution  is  done  by  a local 
laundry  and  the  association  provide  bed  linen,  etc. 

When  possible  nursing  equipment  is  made  available  by  the  associa- 
tion. 
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Office  Accommodation 

Difficulty  has  always  been  experienced  in  connection  with  office 
accommodation  but  various  alterations  have  been  made  on  the  top 
floor  of  the  Town  Hall  Annexe  which  houses  90  per  cent  of  the 
offices  concerned  with  Health  and  Welfare  Services,  and  this  together 
with  improved  heating  and  lighting  has  improved  working  conditions 
for  the  staff  generally.  The  Ten-Year  Plan  which  has  been  accepted 
by  the  Council  envisages  an  increased  establishment  of  4 over  the 
next  ten  years.  This  Plan  is,  however,  subject  to  revision  each  year 
with  a possible  greater  increase  in  the  establishment  than  is  now 
planned. 

One  great  disadvantage  is  having  the  Public  Health  Department 
at  the  top  of  the  building  in  view  of  the  large  number  of  elderly  people 
who  find  it  necessary  to  visit  the  office. 

Short  details  regarding  other  services  carried  out  by  the  Health 
Department,  i.e.  Day  Nursery,  Home  Helps,  Chiropody,  etc.,  are  to  be 
found  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

Conclusion 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  and 
Welfare  Committee  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year 
and  also  to  thank  the  staff  concerned  with  carrying  out  the  many 
complicated  duties  involved  with  the  Health  and  Welfare  Services 
for  the  conscientious  way  they  have  carried  out  all  their  duties.

Provision  of  Incontinence  Pads 

In  July  1963  the  Minister  of  Health  stated  that  he  wished  to  com- 
mend that  local  health  authorities  provided  incontinence  pads  as  part 
of  their  arrangements  for  the  care  of  patients  under  Section  28  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946.  These  instructions  were  contained 
in  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No.  14/63  dated  19th  July,  1963. 

The  majority  of  cases  requiring  incontinence  pads  are  dealt  with 
by  the  District  Nursing  Association  and  disposal  bags  are  supplied. 
Occasionally  Geriatric  Health  Visitors  attached  to  the  Public  Health 
Department  have  to  meet  requests  from  patients  on  their  Register. 

The  disposal  bags  are  disposed  of  along  with  ordinary  household 
rubbish  in  the  dustbins  and  no  complaints  either  from  the  patients 
or  the  Council  have  been  received.

CARE  OF  UNMARRIED  MOTHERS 
AND  THEIR  BABIES 

There  are  no  homes  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority,  but 
arrangements  are  made  for  the  admission  of  unmarried  mothers  to 
homes  provided  by  Moral  Welfare  Associations,  who  make  all  the 
actual  arrangements  with  the  home  regarding  admission,  etc. 

The  Council  make  a grant  to  the  Chichester  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare 
Association  and  also  contribute  to  the  maintenance  of  Hove  women 
and  their  babies  for  the  necessary  duration  of  their  stay  in  homes. 
The  Association  provides  the  services  of  Social  Workers. 

During  the  year  under  review  assistance  was  given  in  6 cases. 

Provided  the  mother  is  entitled  to  Maternity  Benefit  she  is  expected 
to  contribute  towards  the  fees  at  the  home,  and  on  occasions  the 
parents  have  come  forward  with  financial  help.  Very  occasionally 
help  has  been  offered  by  the  putative  father. 


CO-ORDINATION  COMMITTEE 

A Committee  has  been  in  existence  in  Hove  since  January  1958  and 
monthly  meetings  have  been  held  to  discuss  families  at  risk.  The 
meetings  have  been  attended  by  representatives  from  all  departments 
of  statutory  bodies  concerned  with  social  and  welfare  duties  and  volun- 
tary societies  and  organisations,  the  attendance  being  representative 
of  all  the  welfare  services.  An  average  of  nine  families  with  problems 
are  discussed  and  where  possible  plans  devised  for  giving  assistance 
and  co-ordinating  the  social  services  involved. 

The  implementation  of  Section  1 of  the  Children  and  Young 
Persons  Act,  1963,  has  had  considerable  impact  on  the  work  of  the 
Committee,  greater  powers  having  been  given  to  the  Local  Authority 
to  assist  families  in  need. 

The  great  value  of  meetings  of  workers  involved  in  social  work  is 
the  opportunity  to  discuss  jointly  the  various  aspects  of  problem  family 
work  which  might  otherwise  only  be  dealt  with  by  individuals.  Of 
particular  value  are  the  occasional  ad  hoc  meetings  of  those  particularly 
concerned  with  one  family.

HOVE  DAY  NURSERY 


There  is  one  Day  Nursery  in  the  Borough  situated  at  No.  57  Claren- 
don Villas,  Hove,  and  there  is  accommodation  for  51  children  up  to 
the  age  of  5 years.  Fees  paid  are  governed  by  National  Assistance 
allowances,  etc.,  and  at  the  end  of  1964  the  minimum  charge  was 
one  shilling  and  the  maximum  15s.  per  day. 

Fees  may  be  reduced,  however,  in  cases  of  financial  hardship. 

At  the  beginning  of  1964  there  were  69  names  on  the  waiting  list, 
the  priority  section  comprising  28  of  these  and  20  of  this  total  were 
unmarried  mothers,  widows  or  separated. 

The  premises  occupied  are  old  and  not  completely  ideal  for  a 
nursery  but  over  the  years  improvements  have  been  made  and  recently 
a covered  pram  shelter  was  built  on  the  east  side  of  the  building  and 
this  has  proved  a most  useful  addition,  especially  during  the  winter 
months.

The  foods  are  available  upon  application  at  all  Infant  Welfare  Centres, 
and  the  Mothercraft  Training  Society,  Dyke  Road,  Hove.  The 
Clarendon  Villas  Infant  Welfare  Centre  in  Hove  is  open  on  seven  half 
days  during  the  week  for  the  sale  of  Welfare  Foods,  and  is  the  main 
distribution  point  in  the  area. 
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HOME  HELP  SERVICE  1964 


This  is  a service  which  continues  to  expand  year  by  year  and  one  of 
the  main  difficulties  is  in  obtaining  and  keeping  suitable  women  to 
do  this  particular  kind  of  work  in  competition  with  far  less  exacting 
and  more  lucrative  employment  elsewhere.  Help  could  undoubtedly 
be  given  to  many  more  old  people  in  the  area  if  recruitment  was  easier. 

The  table  overleaf  sets  out  in  detail  the  work  of  this  section  of  the 
Health  Department. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  actual  number  of  persons  aged  65  years  or 
over  visited  for  the  first  time  in  1964  was  67  more  than  in  1963  and 
the  total  visits  to  all  classes  of  cases  was  approximately  100  more. 

Authority  was  given  in  1964  to  increase  the  staff  employed  in 
carrying  out  the  work  of  the  section  by  the  addition  of  a part-time 
Assistant  Organiser  and  in  September  1964  an  appointment  was  made. 
This  new  appointment  has  relieved  the  Organiser  of  much  routine 
visiting,  enabled  her  to  devote  more  time  to  the  urgent  and  difficult 
patients  and  at  the  same  time  supervise  the  helps  more  closely. 

The  service  is  not  restricted  to  helping  the  elderly  population  in 
the  Borough  and  any  person  who  is  ill  or  infirm  and  mothers  having 
a home  confinement  are  entitled  to  receive  a home-help  on  production 
of  a recommendation  from  their  own  doctor. 

All  new  cases  are  visited  by  the  Organiser  or  her  Assistant  and 
assessment  forms  are  completed  by  the  applicant  in  order  to  arrive 
at  an  amount  to  be  paid  per  hour  for  the  help.  Payment  is  made 
according  to  means. 

Close  co-operation  has  been  established  between  the  Home  Help 
Department  and  Hospital  Almoners,  General  Practitioners,  Geriatric 
Health  Visitors,  etc. 

I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  helps  for  the  con- 
scientious way  in  which  they  have  carried  out  a difficult  job  during 
the  year.

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


Diphtheria — Pertussis — T etanus 

The  figures  for  1964  show  very  little  difference  from  those  of  1963, 
apart  from  the  fact  that  towards  the  end  of  1964  we  commenced 
giving  a booster  dose  at  the  age  of  18  months  and  consequently  the 
figures  in  this  particular  age  group  show  a slight  rise. 

As  has  been  the  case  for  some  considerable  time,  it  is  pleasing  to 
be  able  to  report  that  no  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  during  the 
year. 

Smallpox  Vaccination 

Vaccinations  are  not  now  carried  out  until  13  months  of  age  instead 
of  2/3  months  and  this  accounts  for  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
children  vaccinated  at  1 year  during  1964.  From  experience  it  would 
seem  that  mothers  are  far  more  likely  to  bring  their  babies  along  for 
vaccination  at  2/3  months  than  at  13  months. 

Ministry  of  Health  Circular  20/64  dated  17th  November,  1964, 
stated  that  local  authorities  will  have  at  their  disposal  sufficient 
information  to  assist  them  in  carrying  out  their  vaccination  and 
immunisation  programme,  if  records  were  maintained  only  for 
children  who  have  not  yet  reached  their  16th  birthday,  therefore,  in 
December  1964  local  General  Practitioners  were  informed  that  records 
of  vaccinations  and  immunisations  of  persons  over  the  age  of  16  years 
would  no  longer  attract  any  payment.

Section  47:  Removal  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  to 
suitable  accommodation 

Cases  frequently  come  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department 
where  an  elderly  person  is  considered  unable  to  look  after  herself  and 
consideration  has  to  be  given  to  the  question  of  admission  to  hospital 
or  a suitable  home.  In  many  cases  it  is  possible  to  provide  a home  help 
and  possibly  arrange  for  a District  Nurse  to  attend  and  thus  avoid 
the  need  for  more  definite  action  by  the  department. 

Occasionally,  however,  cases  do  occur  in  which  the  old  person  is 
quite  unable  to  care  for  herself  and  any  delay  in  obtaining  admission 
to  hospital  or  a home  would  be  serious.  Usually  the  patient  agrees  to 
removal  without  any  trouble,  but  on  odd  occasions  nothing  will 
induce  voluntary  acceptance  of  the  position  and  compulsory  powers 
have  to  be  used. 

During  1964  it  was  necessary  to  remove  three  persons  under  Section 
47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948.

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WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND. 

From  April  1st,  1961,  the  Borough  of  Hove  assumed  responsibility 
for  the  Blind  Welfare  services  for  the  people  living  within  that  area. 
Under  the  regulations  of  the  Local  Government  Act  of  1958,  however, 
the  Borough  of  Hove  continue  to  use  the  East  Sussex  Association  for 
the  Blind  as  Agents.  The  Borough  of  Hove  has  the  highest  number 
of  blind  persons  living  in  any  one  area  in  the  County,  and  two  Home 
Teachers,  Miss  Minns  and  Mr.  Clarke,  work  exclusively  in  the  Borough.

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WELFARE  OF  THE  CRIPPLES 


In  1961  the  Hove  Borough  Council,  under  delegated  powers,  took 
over  from  the  East  Sussex  County  Council  certain  statutory  functions 
in  regard  to  the  physically  disabled  in  Hove  and  the  East  Sussex 
Association  for  the  Disabled  has  acted  as  Agents  for  the  Authority 
since  that  date,  but  as  from  1st  April,  1964,  the  Hove  Branch  became 
independent  of  the  East  Sussex  Association  for  the  Disabled  to  be 
known  as  “Hove  Society  for  the  Disabled”.  The  provision  of  craft 
instruction,  however,  is  still  being  carried  out  by  the  East  Sussex 
Association. 

A Geriatric  Health  Visitor  to  the  Public  Health  Department  is 
responsible  for  keeping  the  register  and  cases  requiring  special  help 
in  the  way  of  equipment,  etc.,  are  referred  to  her  by  the  Hove  Society, 
Doctors,  Hospitals,  etc. 

A Social  Club  is  run  at  St.  Phillip’s  Church  Hall  every  fortnight  and 
during  the  summer  months  some  of  the  60  disabled  members  attending 
this  Club  are  taken  on  coach  outings,  etc.  Holidays  are  arranged  by 
the  Branch.  A considerable  number  of  voluntary  drivers  help  the 
Branch  in  transporting  the  disabled  between  their  homes  and  the 
Social  Club  and  to  and  fro  for  their  holidays. 

A craft  class  is  held  every  Friday  at  Holy  Trinity  Church  Hall. 
The  Craft  teacher  visits  a number  of  disabled  who  are  home-bound. 
Craft  workers  receive  payment  when  their  handicraft  work  is  sold 
through  the  Home  Industries  Department  of  the  County  Association.

WELFARE  OF  THE  DEAF  AND  DUMB 

The  Sussex  Diocesan  Association  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  attend 
to  the  needs  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  in  the  Borough  on  an  Agency 
basis,  and  they  have  some  42  deaf  and  dumb  people  resident  in  Hove, 
with  a further  5 who  are  also  blind. 

Deaf  young  people  face  loneliness  and  tensions  at  work  on  leaving 
school  and  during  1964  the  Association  has  linked  up  two  school 
leavers  with  clubs  and  churches,  and  helped  them  in  the  difficulties  of 
social  adjustment. 

Help  was  given  in  a particular  case  requiring  the  services  of  an 
interpreter  in  a solicitor’s  office  and  in  a family  emotional  crisis. 
Three  people  were  assisted  in  obtaining  employment  and  problems 
were  dealt  with  concerning  income  tax,  education  and  medical  atten- 
tion. One  aged  lady  was  assisted  for  a year  in  looking  after  herself 
before  moving  into  a home  for  the  aged. 

Two  other  Associations  who  have  done  excellent  work  in  this  field 
are  The  League  of  the  Hard  of  Hearing,  Brighton,  Hove  and  District 
and  The  Hove  Club  for  the  Hard  of  Hearing.  The  Council  make  a 
grant  of  £20  a year  to  The  League  of  the  Hard  of  Hearing,  Brighton, 
Hove  and  District  and  a similar  grant  was  also  made  to  the  Hove  Club 
in  1962,  but  unfortunately  their  membership  has  fallen  off  over  the 
past  year  or  so  and  I understand  they  were  forced  to  close  down 
during  1964.  Members  of  the  Hove  Club  were  welcomed  by  the 
Brighton,  Hove  and  District  Club.  A full  programme  of  social 
events  was  organised  by  the  Brighton,  Hove  and  District  Club  during 
the  year  and  regular  visits  were  made  to  members  especially  the  sick 
and  lonely. 

The  Marie  Curie  Welfare  Grant  Fund  and  The  National  Society  for 
Cancer  Relief  were  a great  help  financially  during  the  year  to  a large 
number  of  cancer  patients. 

Many  of  the  older  residents  were  helped  in  numerous  ways  during 
the  Christmas  period  with  food  parcels,  coal,  cash,  etc.,  and  in  this 
respect  thanks  are  offered  to  ldis  Worship  the  Mayor  of  Hove  for 
contributions  from  various  funds  under  his  control  and  also  the 
“Evening  Argus  Christmas  Fund”.  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
staff  were  kept  very  busy  compiling  lists  and  distributing  gifts,  etc. 
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CHIROPODY  SERVICE 


Approval  was  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  1960  for  the 
inclusion  of  a chiropody  service  under  the  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care 
and  Aftercare  Section  of  the  National  Health  Act  but  owing  to  certain 
difficulties  in  connection  with  the  question  of  fees  to  be  paid  to  the 
chiropodists,  it  was  not  possible  to  start  anything  but  a skeleton 
service  early  in  1963,  when  a chiropodist  was  appointed  to  work 
on  a sessional  basis  and  she  has  held  a clinic  once  a month  at  one  of 
the  County  Welfare  Homes  since  that  time.  Domiciliary  visits  have 
also  been  made  and  the  following  table  sets  out  the  number  of  patients 
treated  during  1964  both  at  clinic  sessions  and  domiciliary. 

Number  of  Sessions  held  21 
Number  of  patients  treated  47 
Number  of  attendances  110 


Domiciliary  Cases 

Twenty-eight  patients  were  treated  in  their  own  homes,  and  83  visits 
made. 

In  November  1964  a second  chiropodist  was  appointed,  to  work 
from  her  own  surgery  and  one  session  per  week  is  at  present  being 
held.  No  domiciliary  visits  are  made  by  this  chiropodist.  It  is  hoped 
to  increase  the  number  of  sessions  early  in  1965  and  this  particular 
chiropodist  will  then  be  seeing  approximately  12  patients  per  week. 

Applications  for  treatment  are  referred  to  the  Geriatric  Health 
Visitors  in  order  that  a visit  can  be  made  at  the  home  of  the  applicant 
to  explain  the  scope  of  the  service  and  make  some  assessment  of  the 
priority. 

The  service  caters  entirely  for  the  elderly  at  present. 

Transport  is  provided  for  those  requiring  same. 

Patients  receiving  National  Assistance  are  not  expected  to  pay 
anything  towards  treatment  but  those  not  in  receipt  of  National 
Assistance  are  asked  to  pay  2s.  6d.  per  visit. 

In  the  not  too  distant  future  it  is  hoped  to  have  a new  Welfare 
Centre  in  Hove  and  provision  made  for  a properly  equipped  surgery 
and  a service  made  available  to  a very  large  number  of  old  people 
who  are  unable  to  benefit  from  the  present  limited  arrangements. 
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Health  Education 

Throughout  the  year  lectures,  film  shows  and  demonstrations  were 
arranged  and  also  carried  out  by  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor, 
her  Assistant  and  staff  on  a wide  range  of  subjects  at  the  various 
Clinics,  Schools,  Clubs,  Mothercraft  Classes,  etc. 

One  venture  which  has  proved  most  popular  with  mothers  is  the 
“Mother’s  Club”  held  at  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  in  the  area.  A great 
deal  of  work  has  been  done  by  the  newly  appointed  Assistant  Supt. 
H.V.  in  this  connection  and  also  at  the  Mothercraft  Classes.

Many  local  and  national  firms  were  most  helpful  in  providing 
speakers  and  films,  etc.,  in  connection  with  the  above. 

The  Area  Further  Education  Organiser  was  also  able  to  help  in 
finding  suitable  lecturers  and  his  help  was  most  appreciated. 

Full  use  was  made  during  the  year  of  posters  and  literature  supplied 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Central  Council  for  Education  and  these 
were  displayed  in  local  schools  and  clinics,  etc.  Posters  concerning 
smoking  featured  prominently.  Films  were  obtained  from  The 
Central  Film  Library  and  Camera  Talks  Ltd. 

The  Mothercraft  Classes  cover  a very  wide  range  of  subjects 
including  hygiene,  diet  and  niitrition  of  children,  footwear  and  clothing, 
simple  first-aid,  cot-making,  baby  bathing,  feeding,  etc. 

Health  Visitors,  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  the  medical  staff 
have  accepted  invitations  from  voluntary  associations,  clubs,  etc.,  to 
talk  on  subjects  concerning  health  and  hygiene. 

Two  film  projectors  and  a slide  projector  are  available  for  use  in 
connection  with  any  of  the  above  activities.

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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


Mental  Illness 

Good  progress  has  been  made  over  the  past  year  in  liaison  between 
the  hospital  and  local  authority  officers  working  in  this  expanding 
branch  of  the  Public  Health  Service. 

Mental  Welfare  Officers  now  attend  the  White  House  Day  Hospital 
on  two  days  a week  and  the  Therapeutic  Social  Clubs  on  Wednesday 
and  Thursday  evenings,  with  the  result  that  early  contact  between 
patient  and  the  social  worker  is  now  established  and  continuity  main- 
tained on  discharge  as  long  as  it  is  required. 

Unfortunately  the  team  working  from  the  Hove  General  Hospital 
has  had  to  be  disbanded  owing  to  lack  of  adequate  facilities. 

Referrals  to  the  Mental  Health  Department  for  action  by  the 
Mental  Welfare  Officers  totalled  360  in  the  year,  the  most  significant 
increases  being  : — 

Referred  by  General  Practitioners  . . . . 41% 

Referred  by  Hospitals  on  discharge  . . . . 6% 

Referred  during  and  after  out-patient  treatment  7% 

The  Geriatric  age-group,  of  which  Hove  appears  to  have  a larger 
number  than  the  national  average,  have  a proportion  of  their  number 
who  show  evidence  of  some  mental  disturbance,  and  whose  needs 
cannot  adequately  be  met  by  the  existing  services  of  St.  Francis 
Hospital,  the  Geriatric  Units  in  the  various  general  hospitals  and  the 
Welfare  homes. 

Mental  Subnormality 

The  Hove  pupils  attending  the  Junior  Training  Centre  at  “Hillside”, 
Portslade,  and  the  Adult  Training  Centre,  Downs  View,  Coldean, 
Brighton,  and  the  Guardianship  Society  Centre,  Hove,  have  made 
good  progress  during  the  year. 

Their  achievements  are  doing  much  to  help  the  younger  generation 
of  parents  who  have  a mentally  handicapped  child  and  know  that  these 
services  are  now  available  to  help  such  families. 

Whilst  the  statutory  services  can  and  do,  a great  deal  of  work  in 
this  field  we  are  all  conscious  of  the  fact  that  without  the  co-operation 
and  assistance  of  the  local  voluntary  and  religious  bodies  we  could  not 
achieve  so  much  for  the  mentally  disordered  people  in  the  Borough 
of  Hove. 
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During  the  year  an  analysis  has  been  made  of  the  incidence  of 
mental  ill-health  as  it  occurs  in  the  Borough  necessitating  admission 
to  the  main  hospital  in  the  Catchment  area.  (See  table  below.)

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

A review  of  the  various  statistics  compiled  throughout  the  year  for 
the  Department  of  Education  and  Science  shows  a reduction  in  the 
number  of  children  examined  at  periodic  medical  inspections  (1963, 
2,240  ; 1964,  1,852).  It  will  be  noted  that  of  the  total  of  1,852  pupils 
actually  examined  only  four  were  considered  to  be  physically  unsatis- 
factory, a figure  which  is  most  gratifying  indeed,  and  only  24  children 
out  of  a total  examined  of  9,670  were  found  to  be  in  any  way  infested 
with  vermin. 

410  pupils  were  found  to  have  errors  of  refraction  (including 
squint)  and  there  were  178  for  whom  spectacles  were  prescribed. 

The  figures  for  dental  inspections  do  not  present  quite  such  a good 
picture,  however,  and  of  the  3,827  inspected,  2,278  were  found  to 
require  treatment  and  of  this  number  1,160  were  actually  treated  by 
the  School  Dentist. 

Early  in  the  year  the  B.C.G.  programme  was  carried  out  and  pupils 
of  13  years  upwards  were  tested  and  if  necessary  immunised  against 
tuberculosis  provided  the  parents  were  agreeable.  The  number  taking 
advantage  of  this  service  was  almost  identical  with  1963,  i.e.  575  in 
1963,  583  in  1964.  The  proportion  naturally  immune  was  54  out  of 
a total  of  583.  I would  like  to  thank  Head  Teachers  and  members  of 
their  staff  for  the  co-operation  given  in  the  preparation  and  running 
of  this  programme. 

Dr.  Eyles  one  of  the  Assistant  Medical  Officers  who  was  responsible 
for  the  Audiometry  programme  resigned  to  take  up  another  appoint- 
ment in  February  1964  but  in  April  1964  Dr.  Toal  was  appointed  and 
as  she  was  experienced  in  this  field  it  was  possible  to  continue  without 
much  interruption.  The  figures  set  out  on  page  90  give  some  indica- 
tion of  the  work  done  during  the  year. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Hove  Child  Guidance  Clinic  staff  for  all 
the  assistance  they  have  given  during  the  year  in  connection  with 
education  difficulties,  retardation,  etc.,  and  also  the  Speech  Therapist 
for  her  part  in  the  School  Health  Service. 

Conclusion 

I would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  medical,  nursing  and  lay 
staff  for  their  co-operation  and  enthusiasm  during  the  year  and 
Head  Teachers  for  all  their  help.  Others  whom  I would  like  to  men- 
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tion  are  Mr.  O’Sullivan,  the  Borough  Education  Officer,  Dr.  Langford, 
the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  other  County  Officers,  and 
I would  refer  to  the  continued  support  and  encouragement  received 
at  all  times  from  the  Education  Special  Services  Sub-Committee.
